The letter, from Arthur H. 
Marshall, Prince Georges Coun- 
ty state’s attorney, said Wal- 
lace’s appearance at the trial 
was not mandatory if for health 
or other reasons he was not 
able to attend the court pro- ! 
ceedings. 

Elvin Stanton, an assistant 
public relations man, said he 
read the subpoena and letter to 
the Alabama Governor in his 
hospital room Monday, was 
thanked then told by Wallace 
that he would not be able to ap- 
pear. 

The state’s trial is slated to 
begin July 12, just two days 
after the opening of the Demo-, 
cratic National Convention 
which Wallace has said he will 
attend if his health permits. 

Meanwhile, in Baltimore, a 
U.S. District Court Monday set 
July 7 as the date to hear a 
pre-trial motion for dismissal of 
the federal trial and five other 
motions filed by court-appoint- 
ed Atty. Benjamin Lipsitz.
